Task  Force  To  Publish  Baptist  Primer  And  Meditations

Raleigh  —  A  special  Task 
Force  met  at  Shaw  University 
last  August  18th,  to  begin  work 
on  the  publication  of  a  new  Black 
Baptist  Primer  and  Devotional 
Handbook.  -  "Daily  Manna." 

The  task  force  was  appointed 
by  president  Joy  J.  Johnson 
during  the  AH  Baptist  Assembly 
in  Winston  Salem  earlier  in 
August.  Dr.  Johnson  stated  that 
"the  need  for  a  "Primer", 
simple  enough  for  any  layman  to 
understand,  and  a  daily 
devotions  book,  is  urgent." 

He  pointed  out  that  many 
denominational  and  non- 
denominational  groiq>s  publish 


devotions  books  which  are  in  use 
by  Baptist  folk.  "Many  of  these 
books  have  doctrinal  differneces 
and  emphasis  that  are  in  op- 
position to  Baptist  beliefs. 
Continuing  to  have  a  publication 
of  our  own  that  we  can  put  into 
the  hands  of  people  to  clarify  our 
point  of  view". 

There  were  a  considerable 
number  of  outstanding  Baptist 
leaders  and  educators  in  at- 
tendance at  the  meeting.  The 
following  sub-committees  were 
appointed  from  those  present:

48- Year  Career

Kinston  -  Following  seven 
fruitful  and  highly  successful 
years  as  Pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  East  Street,  Kinston, 
and  following  many  more 
years  of  progressive  and  out- 
standing leadership  in  Religion 
and  Education,  in  other  places, 
our  beloved  pastor,  Dr.  R.  Irving 
Boone,  has  recently  announced 
that  he  will  retire  from  the  pulpit 
effective  on  Sunday,  October  17, 
1976. 

In  recognition  of  Dr.  Boone's 
distinguished  leadership  and  his 
many  accomplishments  at  First 
Baptists,  together  with  his  many 
other  remarkable  services  in 
numerous  other  positions,  we  at 
First  Baptist  Church,  are  ob- 
serving, Sunday,  October  17  as 
"Dr.  R.  Irving  Boone  Day".  A 
special  tribute  will  be  that  of  a 
Testimonial  Service  at  4:00 
p.m.,  Sunday,  October  17. 

His  announcement  from  the 
pulpit  on  Sunday,  August  1,  that 
he  would  retire  from  the 
pastorate  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  effective  October  17, 
noted  the  termination  of  a  48- 
year  professional  tenure  on  the 
part  of  Dr.  R.  Irving  Boone. 

A  two-year  principalship  of  the 
Lincoln  Heights  High  School  of 
Wilkesboro,  was  followed  by  a 
ten  year  period  as  supervising 
principal  of  the  96-teacher, 
Rockingham-Richmond  County 
Negro  Schools.  During  five  of 
these  years,  he  served  as  pastor 
of  the  Providence  Baptist 
Church  of  Rockingham  and  the

Friendship  Baptist  Church  of 
Hamlet. 

In  1964,  he  accepted  an  ap- 
pointment to  the  faculty  to 
Elizabeth  City  State  University, 
in  the  capacity  of  Assistant 
Professor  of  Socilogy  and 
Campus  Minister.  He  served  the 
University  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  retiring  from  his  post 
there  in  1974.  With  his  major 
concentration  in  the  areas  of 
Religion  and  Education  Dr. 
Boone  has  found  time  to  identify 
himself  with  a  variety  of  ac- 
tivities, on  the  local,  state  and 
national  levels. 

For  the  past  fifteen  years,  he 
has  served  as  editor  of  The 
Masonic  Journal,  official  organ 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince 
Hall  Free  and  accepted  Masons 
in  North  Carolina,  and  as  Grand 
Director  of  Public  Relations  -  for 
a  token  honorarium.

(3)  On  Thursday  morning  we 
were  favored  with  the 
President's  Annual  Message.  He 
dealt  superbly  with  the  idea  of 
Calvary.  As  usual,  the  message 
was  one  dealing  with  the  vital 
issues  of  today's  church.

Check  Up  Session  Planned  At  Rocky  Mount 


Rocky  Mount  —  Still  rejoicing 
and  feeling  the  joy  erf  the  Holy 
Spirit  received  during  the  All 
Baptist  Assembly  in  Winston 
Salem  last  August  2-5,  1976, 
Baptists  from  all  over  North 
Carolina  will  meet  in  Rocky 
Mount,  November  4  to  give  an 
accounting  of  the  year's 
stewardship.  The  call  has  gone 
forth  from  president  Joy  J. 
Johnson  and  Executive 
Secretary  O.L.  Sherrill:  "for 
everything  that  hath  breath, 
naming  the  name  of  Baptist  in 
Christ,  to  meet  at  St.  James 
Baptist  Church  in  Rocky  Mount, 
November  4, 1976". 

This  will  be  a  special  session  of 
the  General  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  all  of  its 
auxiliaries,  coming  together  to 
hear  reports  of  the  work  for  the 


1975-76  Convention  year.  The 
schedule  was  so  full  during  the 
All  Baptist  Assembly  until  there 
was  very  little  time  for  reporting 
of  the  Convention's  work.  This 
has  been  a  most  unusual  Con- 
vention year,  and  Convention 
officials  are  anxious  for  every 
ear  to  hear  the  good  news  of 
Progress. 

Under  the  President's  new 
thrust  which  calls  upon  every 
Baptist,  "To  invest  the  total  self 
in  the  work  of  Christ  ...  and 
produce  fruit",  marvelous 
things  have  been  undertaken. 
Therefore,  leaders  and  workers 
alike  are  anxious  to  learn  the 
results  of  this  year's  labors 
under  the  new  emphasis. 

As  usual,  all  pastors  and 
auxiliaries  are  urged  to  bring  up 
a  liberal  contribution  from  their 


fields  of  labor.  Special  emphasis 
has  been  placed  upon  those 
churches,  auxiliaries,  and  in- 
dividuals who  did  not  report  a 
financial  contribution  during  the 
All  Baptist  Assembly.  If  the 
impact  of  the  Baptist  influence  is 
to  be  felt  throughout  the  state  of 
North  Carolina,  it  is  imperative 
that  support  come  from  every 
constituent  in  the  Convention.

Church  Racial  Difficulties 
Can  Be  Solved,  Minister  Says

RIDGECREST,  N.C.  (BP)  — 
If  relations  between 
predominantly  black  and 
predominantly  white  churches 
in  America  are  to  improve,  the 
changes  will  have  to  come  in 
small  increments,  a  black 
Baptist  minister  said  at 
Ridgecrest  Baptist  Conference 
Center  here. 

Too  many  genuinely  con- 
cerned church  leaders  make  the 
mistake  of  dealing  with  the  race 
issue  by  trying  to  involve  the  en- 
tire congregation  at  once,  says 
Paul  Nichols,  senior  minister  of 
Good  Shepherd  Baptist  Church, 
Richmond,  Va.  The  result,  he 
emphasizes,  is  that  good  in- 
tentions often  backfire  because 
of  short-sighted  idealism. 

"The  starting  place  has  to  be 
small,"  Nichols  says.  "You  have 
to  start  with  something  other 
than  groups  because  the  fears, 
suspicions  and  prejudices  that 
keep  churches  apart  are  really 
group  fears. 

"To  overcome  that,"  he  adds, 
"you  have  to  start  at  the  barest 
level  of  human  relationships  — 
one-to-one  relationships  or  one 
family  to  another  family.  If  you 
can  get  families  to  share 
together  —  meals  in  the  home, 
for  example  —  when  they're  not 
under  group  pressure,  then  you 
have  an  excellent  starting 
place." 

Nichols,  who  serves  a 
predominantly  black  church  in 
Richmond  with  approximately 
800  members,  led  a  session  on 
the  future  of  black-white  church 


relationships  during  the  Student 
Conference,  sponsored  by 
National  Student  Ministries  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board. 

Nichols  is  also  the  dean  of  the 
school  of  theology  of  Virginia 
Union  University,  one  of  only 
three  predominantly  black 
schools  fully  accredited  by  the 
Association  of  Theological 
Schools  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

From  one-to-one  encountes 
between  blacks  and  whites, 
churches  can  move  to  group 
relationships,  Nichols  believes. 
Any  number  of  activites  can 
serve  as  beginning  points,  from 
alternating  Sunday  school 
classes  between  black  and  white 
churches,  to  social  or 
recreational  get-togethers  such 
as  cookouts  or  bowling. 

Nichols,  however,  offers  a 
suggestion  for  these  group  en- 
counters. 

"My  recommendation  is  that 
you  don't  discuss  race  unless  it 
naturally  develops,"  he  ex- 
plains. "There  are  so  many 
issues  and  so  many  concerns  we 
hold  in  common.  I  think  we  are 
ahead  if  we  can  hold  onto  those 
issues,  rather  than  getting  in- 
volved in  the  polarities  of  the 
race  issue." 

Nichols  stresses  that  bridges 
between  black  and  white 
churches  will  never  be  built  as 
long  as  poeple  continue  to  voice 
such  statement  as  "religion  is 
colorless"  or  "God  is  color- 
blind." 

"God  mav  be  colorblind,  but 


Salvery  Exists  In  Parts  Of  World

New  York  —  Don't  relax  yet! 
In  this  enlightened  world, 
slavery  is  still  widespread  in 
Latin  America  and  Africa  with 
babies  being  sold  for  $2  in  some 
places,  according  to  a  new 
United  Nations  report.  A 
Rhodesian  law  provides  prison 
sentences  for  workers  absent 
with  leave,  intoxication, 
careless  or  improper  per- 
formance of  work,  disobedience, 
abusing  or  insulting  language  or 


leaving  "^a  "master's  service 
without  lawful  cause",  the 
report  said. 

After  discharge  from  prison,  if 
the  employee  fails  to  resume  his 
service,  he  can  be  sentenced 
over  and  again  a  month  at  a  time 
until  he  consents  to  and  does 
resume  his  service.  While  we're 
deploring  these  conditions,  don't 
forget  our  own  migrant  work 
camps  that  are  better  than  they 
were  but  not  what  they  ought  to 
be. 


nobody  else  is,"  he  explains. 
"We  must  address  oursevles  to 
the  realities  of  human  existence. 

"This  is  where  we  have  our 
greatest  problem.  I  think  we 
want  to  know  how  much  we  can 
become  like  black  folks  and  how 
much  we  can  become  like  white 
folks  so  we  can  all  have  this 
wonderful  life  together.  This  is 
not  what  it's  about. 

"You've  got  to  deal  with  my 
blackness,  with  my  cultural 
difference,"  Nichols  says.  "I 
have  a  right  to  be  black  and  I 
have  a  right  to  be  different.  I 
shouldn't  have  to  be  the  same  as 
you  to  like  you,  to  worship  with 
you. 

"I  think  we  ought  to  be  able  to 
work  out  some  means  by  which 
we  can  live  in  a  community  arid 
acknowledge  our  differences." 

One  difficulty,  Nichols  says,  is 
that  often  the  minister  is  willing 
to  step  forward  in  the  race  issue, 
while  the  church  is  not. 

"I  have  seen  many  pastors 
who  have  literally  wept  because 
they  are  powerless  to  move  their 
congregations  to  do  what  the 
gospel  demands,"  he  says.  "I 
recommend  that  pastors  in  a 
community  get  together  and 
select  a  Sunday  in  which  all  of 
them  plan  to  speak  strongly  on 
the  race  issue.  Then  they  will 
have  mutual  support  and  one 
won't  have  to  bear  all  the 
pressure  himself." 

Despite  the  intricate 
problems,  Nichols  believes  that 
progress  is  being  made. 

"There  are  many  more  white 
integrated  churches  today  and 
many  more  that  are  willing  to  be 
integrated  than  previously  was 
the  case,"  Nichols  says.  "Yet 
there  is  still  the  whole  question 
of  control.  Many  white  in- 
tegrated churches  are  unwilling 
to  give  blacks  positions  of 
authority  in  the  church,  and  this 
suggests  a  kind  of  distrust, 
another  one  of  those  subtle  ways 
that  the  inferiority  of  blacks 
com6s  through.  The  problem 
resides  in  the  whole  history  of 
racism,  which  many  people  may 
not  even  be  aware  of. 

"We've  come  a  long  way,  but 
we  have  a  long  way  to  go."

Poverty  Affects  More  Black  Women 


By  Religious  News 
Service  (9-1-76) 
WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (RNS) 
—  Twice  as  many  widowed  black 
women  age  65  and  older  were 
living  below  the  poverty  level  as 
were  widowed  white  women,  the 
most  current  available 
Department      of  Health, 


Education  and  Welfare  statistics 
indicate. 

There  were  599,000  widowed 
black  women  age  65  and  older  in 
the  country  in  1975,  of  whom 
271,000  (or  45.2  per  cent)  were 
living  below  the  poverty  level  of 
$2,357  in  a  non-farm  area  and 
$2,002  in  a  farm  area. 


Widowed  white  women  age  65 
and  older  totaled  5,855,000,  of 
whom  1,297,000  (or  22.2  per  cent) 
were  living  below  the  poverty 
level. 

A  factor  is  that  the  percentage 
of  women  65  and  older  who  are 
widows  in  all  income  brackets  is 
greater  than  for  widowed  white 


women.  The  figures  are  60.2  per 
cent  for  black  widows  and  51.5 
for  white  widows  age  65  and 
older. 

"More  than  four  of  every  ten 
elderly  black  widows  were  below 
the  poverty  level  and  about 
seven  of  every  ten  elderly  black 
females     who     lived  alone 


reported  incomes  below  this 
level,"  according  to  Donald  G. 
Fowles,  HEW  Data  Analysis  and 
Dissemination  Division,  Office 
of  Human  Development,  who 
prepared  a  statistical 
memorandum  titled  "Elderly 
Widows."

Secretary;  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Ward,  First  Baptist  Church,

as  Supervisor  of  the  Young 
People's  Department,  directed 
by  Dr.  M.G.  Woods,  Baltimore, 
Md. 

The  president.  Dr.  C.R.  Ed- 
wards, of  the  3,500  church  Lott 
Carey  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Convention  urged  delegates  here 
to  sipport  expected  moves  by 
the  convention  leadership  to 
establish  new  missions  in 
emerging  African  nations  and  in 
Rhodesia  and  South  Africa. 

Dr.  Edwards,  who  stepped 
down  after  three  years  as 
president  suggested  the  support 
during  his  annual  address  on  the 
Convention's  third  day  at  Fifth 
Street  Baptist  Church.  He 
suggested  that  the  new 
programs  would  be  part  of  any 
expansion  of  foreign  missions 
resulting  from  increased 
pledges  from  the  member 
congregations. 

However,  to  help  faciliate  the 
work,  he  called  for  recruitment 
of  missionary  coiqiles. 

He  envisioned  aid  to 
Rhodesian  and  South  African 
blacks  through  technical 
assistance,  enabling  blacks  in 
those  lands  to  improve  their 
status. 

The  Convention  is  enjoying 
great  popularity  with  the 
member  congregations,  with  a 
$500,000  budget  this  year  that  is 
14  per  cent  more  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

This  year,  171  congregations 
and  religious  groiq)s  contributed 
at  least  $1,000  to  the  budget. 
Nearly  half  of  them  are  in  North 
Carolina  one  of  the  convention's 
strongholds. 

Convention  officials  also 
foresee  expansion  of  the  annual 
budget  and  the  inner  circle  of 
those    contributing    at  least 


$1,000,000.  S.K.  Arthur  and  Paul 
B.  Addae,  of  Ghana,  West 
Africa,  addressed  the  meeting 
and  looked  forward  to  becoming 
members  of  Lott  Carey's 
Outreach  Program.  The  native 
missionaries  said  that  they  go  to 
places  where  western 
missionaries  will  not  go  because 
there  are  no  conveniences  or 
feeder  roads,  comforts,  or 
electricity.  They  appealed  to  the 
assembled  body  to  open  a 
mission  station  there.  Mr.  Ar- 
thur stated  that  the  salaries  of 
twenty  native  missionaries 
employed  under  his  supervision 
averages  $30  per  month. 

Dr.  W.C.  Somerville, 
Washington,  D.C,  in  his  36th 
Annual  Report  to  the  body, 
showed  more  than  3,000  active 


churches,  who  sent  2,000 
delegates  to  the  meeting.  He 
stated  that  improvement  has 
been  made  in  all  areas  of  the 
foreign  work,  and  that  Jerimiah 
Walker,  a  native  of  Liberia,  has 
been  appointed  to  supervise  the 
convention  work  there. 

Two  black  mayors  addressed 
the  session,  Noel  Taylor,  Pastor 
of  High  Street  Baptist  Church, 
Ronaoke,  Va.,  Lawrence  Davies, 
Fredericksburg,  Va.,  pastor  of 
Shiloh  Baptist  Church,  Old  Site. 
Both  pastors  reported  over 
$1,000.00  from  their  respective 
congregations. 

Next  year's  session  will  be 
held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  at 
the  New  Zion  Baptist  Church, 
Reverend  A.  Russell  Awkard, 
pastor.

You  know,  as  youth  and  young 
people,  I  think  one  of  the 
greatest  concerns  and  points  of 
conversation  for  many  of  us  is 
style.

Not  only  are 
we  concerned  about  styles  of 
clothes  but  we're  interested  in 
being  in  styles  when  it  comes  to 
music,  dancing,  sports  and  even 
conversation.  A  coiq)le  of 
months  ago  you  weren't  in  style 
unless  you  went  around  with 
your  hat  turned  up  in  front  and 
said  "dyno-mite"  eyerytime  so- 
mething and  in  many  cases  when 

someone  impressed  you.  Now  if 
you  go  around  saying  "right  on" 
these  days,  I'm  sorry  to  say,  but 
they  are  definitely  out  of  style. 

You  see  it's  styles  which  make 
or  break  an  individual.  Let's 
look  at  Walt  Frazier.  He  has  a 
style  of  his  own  off  the  basket- 
ball court  as  well  as  on  the  court. 
His  coolness  of  play  on  the  court 
and  his  wild  clothes  off  the  court 
have  really  gotten  him  attention. 
Then  look  at  the  Pointer  Sisters 
their  style  of  music  has 
revolutionized  the  music  in- 
dustry as  well  as  their  dress 
which  to  the  disappointment  of 
some  and  yet  to  the  delight  of 
others  has  brought  hemlines 
down  at  least  two  inches.  Many 
of  us  as  youth  this  summer  are 
working  hard  so  we'll  have  some 
money  to  buy  clothes  that  will  be 
in  style  this  fall.  Now  I  realize 
that  for  us  youth  being  in  style  as 
far  as  appearance  and  action  is 
very  important.  This  is  why 
today  I'd  like  to  help  you  be  "in 
style"  I've  decided  to  present  a 
very  small  fashion  show  and 
allow  you  to  sit  back  and  be  the 
buyer  and  select  your  style. 
However  you  know  before  you  go 
to  buy  anything  though  many 
times  it's  good  to  have  in  mind 
just  what  you're  looking  for.  So 
I'll  give  you  sixty  seconds  to  sit 
back  and  get  the  idea  together  of 
just  what  is  your  style.  As  I  get 
my  models  in  order  you  just 
relax  and  ask  the  question  what 
is  my  style  especially  your 
spiritual  style. 

Okay,  It's  time  for  the  first 
model  to  come  forward.  This 
model  is  under  the  label  of  a 
Christian  and  is  called  the 
"Alibi".  You  see  this  here  is  a 
young  person  whose  main 
complaint  for  not  living  the 
Christian  life  as  he  should  is  that 
old  folks  have  not  set  the  right 
example  so  I'm  just  living  what 
I've  seen  all  these  years.  He 
believes  the  old  saying  that  any 
excuse  will  do.  It  rained  too 
hard,  those  dresses  were  too  hot, 
the  man  preaches  too  long,  the 
air  conditioner  wasn't  working 
to  explain  his  actions.  He  hasn't 
realized  that  it's  time  to  be  real 
and  honest  about  salvation.  He 
hasn't  realized  the  time  has 
come  be  honest  with  God. 
Neither  does  he  realize  that 
Christ  knows  his  heart,  his  name 
and  his  face.  Style  No.  1  is  not 
aware  of  the  fact  that  each  in- 


dividual old  and  young  must 
stand  before  Christ  in  the 
judgement  for  himself  and  that 
all  the  alibis  for  not  serving  God 
will  become  reason  for  eternal 
damnation  better  known  as  hell. 
Yet,  I  must  admit  that  the  price 
of  this  style  is  very  expensive- 
death. 

Style  No.  2  goes  right  along 
with  style  No.  1.  You  might  say 
they  go  hand  inland.  I  can  call 
this  particular  design  Mr. 
Casual.  Yes  this  is  a  young 
person  also  who  has  accepted 
Christ,  who  is  in  the  church  and 
in  several  activities.  Instead  of 
church  being  something  solemn 
and  special  Christ  is  just  another 
person.  With  this  style  you  come 
to  church  when  you  want  to,  stay 
home  when  you  want  to,  think 
nothing  of  it  when  you  write 
notes  to  your  friend  about  what 
I  happened  last  night,  forget 
I  about  the  services  in  progress. 
This  style  is  unique  in  that  it  is 
always  looking  for  shortcuts 
when  it  comes  to  spiritual 
matters.  You  know,  church 
services  one  time  a  week ,  pray 
one  prayer,  read  one  section  of 
scripture.  This  style  has  many 
potential  problems.  Like  so 
many  youth  today  this  style 
leads  to  being  worldly  in  such  a 
way  that  no  difference  can  be 
seen  between  believers  and 
unbelievers.  You  see  you  will 
find  the  casual  style  of  Christian 
in  worldly  places  dress  im- 
modestly, use  profane  language 
and  are  bound  by  the  same 
habits  as  those  who  never  ac- 
cepted Christ.  As  youth  we 
should  really  be  aware  of  this 
style.  The  Bible  admonished  us 
"Love  not  the  world"  (1  John 
2:15). 

This  casual  style  is  also 
reversible.  It  can  be  reversed  to 
a  style  known  as  lukewarm. 
When  this  casual  style  becomes 
lukewarm  you  become  a  two 
faithed  person,  straddling  the 
fence  -  failing  to  give  total 
commitment  and  affection  to  the 
Lord.  This  is  a  very  dangerous 
style  because  Revelation  3:16 
tells  us  that  God  would  spew  thee 
out  of  my  mouth  because  as 
youth  God  wants  full  devotion 
from  his  own  and  he  refuses  to 
share  his  glory  with  any  of  your 
so-called  gods  that  crash,  rust, 
break  and  depreciate  such  as 
money,  cars  and  clothes.  He 
needs  and  wants  Youth  with  a 
style  who  will  stand  up  for  him 
and  be  real  witnesses. 

The  next  style  is  a  com- 
bination of  two  in  one  and  is 
called  the  independent  intellect. 
You  see  in  this  style  we  find 
those  who  are  so  smart  and 
intelligent  that  need  only  read 
the  Bible  once  a  week.  They  are 
of  such  intelligence  that  they 
don't  believe  God  meant  the 
Bible  to  bread  for  our  daily  use. 
They  actually  haven't  acquired 
a  taste  for  the  word  because  they 
sample  it  only  occasionally. 
Another  special  feature  of  this 
style  is  that  this  individual 
doesn't  need  God  everyday. 
After  leaving  church  on  Sunday 
Christ  is  erased  out  of  this 
person's  life.  When  the  daily 
routine  starts  again,  it's  just  like 
taking  an  eraser  and  wiping  the 
service  off  the  board.  Christ  isn't 
recognized  the  rest  of  the  week. 
Instead  of  believing  that  God  can 


do  more  with  my  life  than  I  can  it 
is  I  can  do  everything,  I  don't 
need  God's  help.  We  don't 
realize  that  he  is  indeed  the 
Great  physician.  This  style  is  not 
willing  to  accept  God's  answer  to 
our  prayers  and  agree  with  him. 
Pridge,  intolerance,  prejudice, 
or  greed  makes  us  reluctant  to 
agree  with  God  when  he  speaks. 
Sometimes  this  style  of  person  is 
just  too  big  for  God  to  use.  The 
guidance  from  God  is  not  good 
because  this  style  does  not 
listen  to  God's  guidance. 

Now  it's  time  for  me  to  present 
a  Christian  exclusive  style.  This 
is  a  very  unique  style  and  there 
is  only  one  of  this  kind.  I  call  this 


style  "Jesus".  John  14:6  states 
that,  lam  the  way,  the  truth,  and 
the  life.  This  style  is  really 
unique  because  you  see  it's  only 
one  of  it's  kind.  Yet  it's  available 
to  everyone  of  us  if  we  only 
believe.  What  makes  this 
Jesus  style  so  special 
are  the  fruits  one  has  with  this 
style.  This  Jesus  style  is  dressed 
up  with  all  types  of  accessories: 
love,  joy,  peace,  long-suffering, 
gentleness,  goodness,  faith- 
fulness, meekness  and  tem- 
perance. 

There's  a  new  life  through  this 
Jesus  style.  There's  assurance 
with  this  Jesus  style  that  you'll 
always  be  on  top.  This  Christ 


style  replaces  fear  with  faith. 
And  you  know  what  really 
makes  this  style  special  is  the 
price.  In  these  times  of  inflation 
you  can  get  this  Christ  style 
better  known  as  salvation  free 
because  the  price  has  already 
been  paid  by  Christ  himself.  So 
youth,  today  as  a  personal 
wearer  of  this  style,  I  recom- 
mend that  you  pull  off  those 
other  styles  and  put  on  Jesus. 
Allow  him  to  be  your  Shepherd. 
Take  inventory  now  which  style 
are  you  waring?  How  about 
trying  on  the  Jesus  style.  You 
may  not  be  in  style  now  but  when 
you  put  on  him  you  will 
definitely  be  "in  style".
